116. (once amended) The method of claim 113. wherein the expressed fusion 
protein is purified by a two-step procedure, the procedure comprising: 

(a) anion exchange chromatography; and 

(b) hydrophobic chromatography. 

117. (new) The nucleic acid of claim 93. wherein the nucleic acid encodes a 
fusion protein comprising an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID N0:3 linked to an amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID N0:4.
